With this, | do not want to be misunderstood, | am not anti-science, those 
who are against science seem just as fanatical to those fanatical atheists and 
fanatic skeptics | am referring to, science has also brought benefits to human life 
, benefits to animals of other species and benefits to the environment, but it has 
also caused harm, part of science has been used for good and another part of 
science has been used for bad. 

Science is not the same as ethics, but for science not to cause harm to 
human life, to animals of other species and to the environment, it must go hand 
in hand with ethics. 

What | do say is that atheists and skeptics should not idealize science, just 
as many pagans of the present do not idealize the pagan cultures of the past and 
only take the good part of these cultures. 

When | do rituals and prayers to the gods and goddesses | feel very good, 
| feel more in harmony with the different Forces of Nature, | vent what | feel, | get 
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inspired, | relax and express my desires, but fanatic atheists and Fanatical 
skeptics say that | feel this way because of suggestion or the placebo effect, and 
if it is true that it is suggestion or the placebo effect, | asked them: what is wrong 
with suggestion or the placebo effect if it makes me feel good? suggestion or the 
placebo effect should always be considered a bad thing? 

Being pagan in the present and doing prayers or rituals to the gods and 
goddesses does NOT mean being against science, it does NOT mean rejecting 
science, most pagans if we have a physical illness we go to the doctor, if we 
have emotional discomfort or psychological we go to the psychologist, and we do 
the same with any other scientific profession, paganism and science can go hand 
in hand, they do not have to be enemies, or something opposite. 

As the pagan gods represent forces of nature, they have no form, but we 
give them form to represent them and also out of respect for the culture to which 
they belong. 

It is important that each of these gods are represented according to their 
culture, if they are Greek and Celtic gods they must be represented as white, not 
as indigenous, or as Africans. 

If they are indigenous gods, they must be represented as indigenous, not 
as white. And if they are African gods, they must be represented as Africans, not 
as whites. The representation that each culture gave to the gods must be 
respected. 

| mention this, because Ekeko is a god of the indigenous cultures of the 
Andes, and in most statues or figures of Ekeko that are sold today they represent 
him as a white man, when Ekeko is an indigenous god and must always have 
been represented as indigenous, never as a white man. 

As for the prayers and rituals to the gods and goddesses, we can use 
images, paintings, statues, figures or simply visualize them, this is already to 
everyone's taste and according to their economic resources. 

The use of candles and quartz is optional, it is not mandatory, the most 
important thing should be the offerings, the prayers and the intention. 

The belief in the devil does not exist in paganism, the belief in the devil 
was only a Judeo-Christian invention to persecute, torture, kill and destroy pagan 
cultures, and this belief has caused crimes in the present as we will see later. 

You can choose whether to worship only indigenous gods, worship only 
Greek gods, worship only Egyptian gods, worship only African gods, or worship 
all of the gods and goddesses featured in this book. 

They can choose whether they want to worship a god or goddess, or a 
couple as the main ones, and pray to them every day. They can perform a ritual 
for gods for one week and the next week perform another ritual for other gods. 
They can choose one day to perform rituals for one god or gods, and the next 
day to perform another ritual for another god or gods. 
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They can do one or two rituals a week, and the rest of the week make 
prayers to the god or gods to whom they dedicated that ritual. All this is at the 
discretion of each one. 

It is important that this book is downloaded and shared by all possible 
means to reach more people, along with my essay “IN DEFENSE OF 
INDIGENOUS PEOPLES AND PAGANISM”. 

It is true that the word "pagan" was used in a derogatory way, this is 
because the word "pagan" comes from "pagus" which means inhabitant of the 
countryside or the village, and at that time there was classism and it was 
considered a country people as inferior to city people. 

But, if one is not classist, the word pagan does not have to mean 
something bad or derogatory. The countryside or village is the closest to nature 
and is more in harmony with the environment, while the city is often full of 
garbage and pollution. 

People think they are more civilized by living in cities, when in fact these 
cities cause destruction of the planet and diseases due to smoke, garbage and 
pollution. Wild is not who lives in nature, wild is who destroys nature. 

The word Heretic comes from the Greek word “Hairetikos” which means 
“freedom to choose”. But, Christianity made believe that this word meant an 
offense, something derogatory or bad to justify all the defamations, tortures and 
murders committed in the inquisition and in the conquests. 

To this day there are religious fanatics who use the word Heretic as if it 
were something bad, an offense or something derogatory, these religious 
fanatics are complicit in all the atrocities and crimes caused by Christianity, and 
should spend the rest of their lives in prison, and prohibit them from accessing 
the internet and prohibiting them from speaking in the media. 

The monotheistic religions (Jewish, Christian and Islamic) in their books 
(Torah, Bible and Koran) invented the word demons by copying the Greek word 
"Daimones". 

Only the Greek Daimons have nothing to do with the demons that 
monotheistic religions believe in. The Greek Daimons were personifications of 
the Human Genius. There were Daimons who personified the human genius in 
its positive sense and the aptly named Agathos, and Daimons who personified 
the Human Genius in a negative sense and the misnamed Cacos.

Although the monotheistic religions (Jewish, Christian and Islamic) 
invented the word "Demons" by copying the Greek word "Daimones" because 
these religions have nothing original, the Greek Daimones have nothing to do 
with the Demons they believe in. these religions. 

Most Egyptologists grew up in this Judeo-Christian culture, so when 
translating "The Egyptian Book of the Dead" the word "demons" appears in one 
part and the word "angels" in another, this is because these Egyptologists 
translate Egyptian words with words that are similar in our culture. 

But, the Egyptians and other pagan cultures did not believe in demons or 
angels, the belief in angels and demons is exclusive to monotheism, not to 
paganism, in the part that Egyptologists mistranslate as demons and angels, it 
should be translated as “bad spirits” and “good spirits”, and not as demons or as 
angels. 
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It is true that the image that most have of their belief in angels that they are 
in human form with wings is a copy of Egyptian goddesses like Isis and Maat, 
and of Greek goddesses like Nemesis and Nike, but in paganism there is no 
belief in angels, they were goddesses and not angels. 

The belief in angels is exclusive to monotheistic religions (Jewish, Christian 
and Islamic), it is not pagan. 

The word Witch originally means wise woman, it had nothing to do with 
believing in the devil, nor with worshiping him, nor with evil. But, Christianity in its 
wickedness, in the Catholic Inquisition and in the Evangelical or Protestant 
Inquisition, it was invented that Witch meant a bad woman, who believes in the 
devil and who worships him to justify defaming, torturing and murdering innocent 
women.

CHAPTER I. THE BIBLE IS EVIL AT ITS FINEST AND BELIEF IN THE 
DEVIL CAUSES MURDER 


Both in the Old Testament and in the New Testament of the Bible there are 
parts in favor of human slavery, so | do not understand why many people 
consider the Bible a book of values, morals or ethics, it is absurd and illogical. 

Exodus chapter 21, verse 7: “If anyone sells his daughter as a slave, she 
cannot go free like the male slaves.” 

Exodus chapter 21, verses 20 and 21: “If someone strikes his male or 
female slave with a stick, and as a result of the blow he or she dies, his crime will 
be punished. But, if after one or two days the slave recovers, the aggressor will 
not be punished because the slave was his property.” 

Leviticus chapter 25, verse 44: “As for the male and female slaves that you 
may have from the heathen nations around you, from them you may purchase 
male and female slaves.” 

And many people believe because of the brainwashing that they do, they 
believe that human slavery is something that is only supported in the Old 
Testament, but as we will see, human slavery is also supported in the New 
Testament, and for proof of this we can read the following parts of the bible. 

Colossians, chapter 3, verse 22: “You male and female slaves must obey 
your masters here on earth in everything. Do not do it to look good with them, 
and only when they are looking at you. Rather, do it sincerely and out of respect 
for the Lord.” 

1 Timothy chapter 1, verse 6: “Let all who are under the yoke of slavery 
consider their masters worthy of all honor, lest the name of God and the doctrine 
be blasphemed.” 

Both Colossians and 1 Timothy are New Testament gospels, not Old 
Testament gospels. 

If a pagan culture had written a book with parts in favor of human slavery, 
the majority would find it immoral, unacceptable and totally reprehensible for 
being pagan gods and a pagan culture, and since the ignorant believe that the 
pagan gods are the devil, they would say which is a book of the devil. 

But, since he is the god of the bible and it is the bible, they think it is good 
that it contains parts in favor of human slavery and they justify it, and they always 
come up with the same story: what suits them like the story of Adam and Eve, 
the story of Noah's boat, the story of hell and the devil, and the story of the life 
and miracles of Jesus Christ, they always say that it is as it is written, and what 
does not suit them as the parts in favor of slavery human say they are metaphors 
or symbolic. 

And for those who do not believe that all these atrocities are written in the 
bible, you can look for these chapters and verses of the bible to verify for yourself 
that these atrocities are written in the bible, and that the bible is evil at its best. 
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In some bibles, the word slave is translated as servant, but in any case, 
they mean the same thing, at the time when the bible was written slaves were 
also called servants. 

In many parts of both the Old Testament and the New Testament, the bible 
is a macho book that denigrates women, places women as a symbol of sin and 
inferior to men. 

Genesis chapter 3, verse 16: “To the woman he said: | will greatly multiply 
your pain in childbirth, with pain you will give birth to children; and yet your desire 
will be for your husband, and he will have dominion over you.” 

Although, both Adam and Eve disobeyed that god by eating the forbidden 
fruit and obeying a talking serpent, which is absurd, it looks like that god whom 
they curse with pain in childbirth, pain in giving birth to the children and to submit 
to the husband, which is clearly machismo, it is to the woman and never to the 
man, since Genesis the machismo of this god is seen. 

In another part of Genesis, when some angels visit Lot, the men of Sodom 
approach Lot's house with the intention of raping those angels, but Lot decides 
that it is best to give the population of Sodom his two daughters. so that they do 
with them what they want, that is, so that they rape them instead of the angels, 
which makes it very clear how little value women had for the prophets of that god 
and how this god approved what what Lot did by never punishing him for giving 
up his daughters to be sexually abused. 

Genesis chapter 19, verses 6, 7 and 8: “Then Lot went out to them at the 
door, and shut the door behind him, and said, | beseech you, my brothers, do not 
do such wickedness. Behold now | have two daughters who have not known a 
man; I will take them out for you, and do with them as you see fit; only that you 
do nothing to these men, for they came under the shadow of my roof.” 

In another part of the bible, that god says that if a woman gives birth to a 
son she will be impure for seven days, but if a woman gives birth to a daughter 
she will be impure for two weeks, this makes it clear that for him god of the bible 
having a daughter is more impure than having a son, which makes it clear that 
for him the life of women is inferior to the life of men. 

Leviticus chapter 12, verses 2 and 5: “When a woman conceives and gives 
birth to a child, she will be unclean for seven days, as she is at the time of her 
menstruation. If she gives birth to a girl, the mother will be unclean for two 
weeks.” 

Even this god in one part orders the women of a people who disobeyed 
him to be raped. What kind of "good" god orders women to be raped to punish a 
people? Only a male chauvinist, perverse and immoral god orders such a thing. 

Isaiah 13, verses 16 and 17: “Their children will be dashed to pieces before 
them; their houses will be looted, and their women raped. Behold, | stir up the 
Medes against them." 
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And many people in their ignorance will say that these macho parts only 
exist in the Old Testament, but the reality is that the New Testament is also 
macho, denigrates women, considers them a symbol of sin and inferior to men. 

1 Corinthians, chapter 11, verses 6, 7 and 8: “For if a woman does not 
cover herself, let her also cut her hair; and if it is embarrassing for a woman to 
cut her hair or shave it off, let her cover herself. Because the man should not 
cover his head, because he is the image and glory of God; but the woman is the 
glory of the man. For the man does not come from the woman, but the woman 
from the man. 

As we can see in the previous passage of the New Testament, because 
Corinthians is a gospel of the New Testament, it is affirmed that only man is the 
image and glory of God, while woman is the glory of man and that woman comes 
from man equal to as in the Old Testament it is written that Eve was created from 
Adam's rib, this clearly implies that the woman is inferior to the man and that the 
man is superior to the woman, and not equal in value, again this proves that on 
the one hand the god of the Old Testament is the same as that of the New 
Testament and that this god is clearly male chauvinist. 

1 Corinthians, chapter 14, verses 34 and 35: “Let your women be silent in 
the congregations; because they are not allowed to speak, but they must be 
subject, as the law also says. And if you want to learn something, ask your 
husbands at home; because it is unseemly for a woman to speak in the 
congregation.” 

1 Timothy chapter 2, verses 11, 12 and 13: “Let the woman learn quietly, 
with all obedience. | do not allow women to teach or exercise authority over men, 
but to remain silent. Because Adam was created first, then Eve.” 

The bible is the origin of machismo in this Judeo-Christian culture. 

It is true that machismo also existed in the ancient Romans and in the 
Vikings it existed, but, not in the sense of discriminating against women, in the 
Vikings machismo existed in the sense of thinking that being cruel and 
insensitive with other humans or with animals of other species according to them 
was "bravery", "power" or "strength", the Vikings were a culture based on Social 
Darwinism that consists of subduing or eliminating the weakest as sacrificing the 
weakest children to their gods, for That is why people on the Right, even if they 
are Catholics or Evangelicals, are attracted to Vikings and that is why the Nazi 
occultism was based on the Vikings. 

This has nothing to do with forgiving everything, or turning the other cheek. 
In order not to forgive everything, not to be able to turn the other cheek and 
defend oneself, we must NOT harm the weakest, nor those who have never 
harmed us, nor must we harm those who cannot defend themselves, | clarify this, 
because, although | am a pagan, there are pagans who also say or write stupid 
things. 
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I am a pagan and there are good pagans, but there are also bad 
paganisms like the Viking that go hand in hand with the Right. People are 
brainwashed into thinking that the Right is all about trade and economic freedom. 

If the Right was only trade and economic freedom, it wouldn't seem bad to 
me. But, the Right is not just about trade, it is not just about economic freedom. 
The Right is the conservative and the conservative is machismo, racism, 
nationalism that divides human beings with countries and causes conflicts 
between unborn people in one country or another, it is hatred of indigenous 
peoples as | verified in my book "In Defense of Indigenous Peoples and 
Paganism" is homophobia, it is speciesism and it is Christianity, therefore, the 
Right is evil at its best. 

To be against the Right it is not necessary to be a communist, | clarify this, 
because they also brainwash people into thinking that all of us who are against 
the Right are communists. You can be against the Right without being a 
communist, and you can be against the Right and be a communist, one thing has 
nothing to do with the other. 

Returning to the theme of the bad pagans, these pagans believe that 
defending oneself, not turning the other cheek and not forgiving everything is the 
same as harming the weakest, the same as harming those who cannot defend 
themselves and the same as harming those who do not They have done harm, 
whether these are humans or animals of other species, this is stupid, they think 
that way because they are sexist and bad people. 

Not turning the other cheek, not forgiving everything and defending 
yourself, NEVER means the same as harming the weakest, NEVER means the 
same as harming those who cannot defend themselves and NEVER means the 
same as harming those who have never harmed us. 

Who harms the weakest, who harms those who cannot defend themselves 
and who harms those who never hurt him, is not brave, is not powerful and is not 
strong. Who harms the weakest, who harms those who cannot defend 
themselves and who harms those who have never hurt them, is just a coward, a 
criminal, garbage, someone who should not exist and someone who should 
never have been born. 

However, in this Judeo-Christian culture, machismo and misogyny are 
justified by the Bible. To end machismo and misogyny, you must first end its root, 
which is the Bible. 

The devil does not exist. The belief in the devil is a Judeo-Christian 
invention to defame, torture, murder and destroy pagan cultures. 

The belief in the devil was used by evil Christian people in the inquisition 
and in the conquests to defame, torture and murder other people who had other 
beliefs, and who thought differently from Christianity, it is a belief stained with 
blood and therefore, the Belief in the devil is evil at its finest. 

Also, the belief in the devil has caused the torture and murder of people 
from indigenous cultures in the present due to the Right-wing parties such as the 
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Bolsonaro of Brazil and the previous perverse government that was in Bolivia of 
Jeanine Añez, as | checked in my book “In Defense of Indigenous Peoples and 
Paganism”. 

The belief in the devil and the antichrist has caused the murder of children, 
therefore, the belief in the devil and the antichrist should be considered a crime in 
all countries of the world, and whoever promotes the belief in the devil and in the 
the antichrist should have harsh sanctions throughout the world, also, laws 
should be passed throughout the world to prohibit promoting belief in the devil, in 
demonic possession and in the antichrist in movies, television programs and 
series . 

The belief in Jesus Christ and in the Antichrist are beliefs invented by 
Christianity, silly beliefs, which cause madness and on many occasions cause

Matthew chapter 23, verse 35: “so that all the righteous blood that has 
been shed on earth may come upon you, from the blood of Abel the righteous to 
the blood of Zechariah son of Berechiah, whom you killed between the temple 
and the altar .” 
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Mark chapter 9, verses 4 and 5: “And Elijah appeared to them with Moses, 
and they were talking with Jesus. Then Peter said to Jesus: Master, it is good for 
us that we are here; and let us make three shelters, one for you, one for Moses, 
and one for Elijah.” 

Mark chapter 12, verse 26: “But concerning the dead being raised, have 
you not read in the book of Moses how God spoke to him in the bush, saying, | 
am the God of Abraham, the God of Isaac, and the God of of Jacob." 

Luke chapter 20, verses 37 and 38: “But as for the dead to rise, even 
Moses taught it in the bush passage, when he calls the Lord the God of 
Abraham, the God of Isaac, and the God of Jacob. For God is not the God of the 
dead, but of the living, for all live for him.” 

In addition, in the bible it is stated that salvation comes from the Jews and 
the Jews are the authors of the Old Testament, therefore, this is another proof 
that the father and god of Jesus Christ is the same as the Old Testament. 

John chapter 4, verses 22: “You worship what you do not know; we 
worship what we know; because salvation comes from the Jews.”

Deuteronomy chapter 12, verses 2 and 3: “You shall completely destroy all 
the places where the nations that you will inherit served their gods, on the high 
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mountains, and on the hills, and under every leafy tree. You will pull down their 
altars, and break their statues, and consume their Asherah images with fire; and 
you will destroy the sculptures of their gods, and you will blot out their name from 
that place.” 

Deuteronomy chapter 17, verses 2, 3, 4 and 5: "When there is found in 
your midst, in any of your cities that the Lord your god gives you, amanora 
woman who has done evil in the sight of the Lord your god by trespassing his 
pact, who has gone and served other gods, and bowed down to them, whether to 
the sun, or to the moon, or to all the host of heaven, which | have forbidden; and 
notice is given to you, and after you hear and have investigated well, the thing 
seems truly certain, that such an abomination has been done in Israel; then you 
shall bring out to your gates the man or woman who has done this evil thing, 
whether male or female, and you shall stone them, and so they shall die.” 

Joshua chapter 23, verse 16: “If you do not keep the covenant that the 
Lord made with you. If you go and worship other gods, and bow down to them, 
the lord will be angry with you, and very soon you will be erased from this very 
good land that he has given you.” 

Joshua chapter 24, verse 20: "If you abandon him and serve other gods, 
the Lord will respond by doing you harm, and he will destroy you." 

Jeremiah chapter 43, verse 12: "And he will set fire to the temples of the 
gods of Egypt, burn them, and carry away their idols captive." 

Jeremiah chapter 50, verses 35 and 37: “A sword against the Chaldeans, 
saith the Lord, and against the inhabitants of Babylon, against her princes and 
against her wise men. Sword against the diviners.” 

Proof that these monotheistic religions do generate intolerance against 
those who have other beliefs is that anyone who practices magic or sorcery, 
even if he really believes in what he is doing, is considered a swindler, while 
Catholic priests or evangelical pastors are never called scammers nor are they 
considered scammers.

If you realize these who invent conspiracy theories speak of paganism as if 
it were something bad and that is why we can realize that conspiracy theories are 
actually a propaganda of Christianity, also other evidence is that for them to 
believe in Jesus Christ is a good thing, while they condemn the belief in pagan 
gods.

Mother Earth is part of the Pachamama, therefore, her offerings are made 
by digging a hole in the ground and burying them, it is a way of giving back to 
nature a part of what she gives us. Pachamama is the substance that forms 
everything that exists, it is the totality and it is the force of life. 

Pachamama can be a loving and generous goddess, but also cruel and 
destructive because Nature is amoral, Nature is never bad and it is never good, it 
is neither bad nor good, but it has its aspect of life and creation, and also its 
aspect of death and destruction. 

Pachamama is the Mother Goddess who is everywhere and at all times, 
who is in all gods and goddesses because she is Nature in its entirety, while the 
other gods and goddesses represent both positive and negative aspects of 
nature separately.

On August 1 and any other day we can offer you as offerings: natural 
juices and flowers. If we can't bury them outside, we can bury them in a pot with 
soil and plant a seed or plant in it. We can also use a small charcoal where we 
can burn frankincense, rosemary, myrrh or cinnamon as offerings. 
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The gods and goddesses are never good or bad, however, some represent 
positive aspects of nature and other negative aspects of nature, the gods and 
goddesses represent forces of nature, and by nature | mean the nature that is in 
the entire universe and in other universes if they exist, to the nature that is on 
earth such as water, rivers, land, volcanoes, the sea, plants and animals, and to 
the nature that is within us with our emotions, desires and instincts. 

The reason for praying, worshiping and invoking gods, goddesses and 
spirits of nature is to connect with a specific aspect of nature, feel oneness with 
that aspect and be grateful for what that aspect gives us. However, if someone is 
an atheist and denies that gods, goddesses and nature spirits exist, even as 
symbols, metaphors or archetypes in any form in the paganism taught in this 
book, they are considered bad for that, nor are they condemned. For this reason, 
unlike Judaism, Christianity and Islam, which do condemn and consider bad 
those who do not believe in that god. 

Amaru is a god of the indigenous cultures of the Andes. Amaru is a 
dragon-like god like the Aztec god Quetzalcoatl and the Japanese god called O- 
Wata-Tsu-Mi. The Amaru has the body of a serpent with the head of a llama and 
a pair of eagle or condor wings. He is a god of rain, rainbows, wind and lightning. 

This god is responsible for providing fertility to the earth and therefore is a 
creator god of life. From the movement of its wings the winds arise and from its 
breath the mist arises. His serpent body represents the Uku Pacha (world below), 
the riverbeds and roads; his llama head symbolizes the Kay Pacha (middle 
world) where we humans live; and its eagle or condor wings represent the Hanan 
Pacha (world above) which is the sky or atmosphere. 

Thanks to the breath of the Amaru, the mountains never suffer from 
drought and with its fire the minerals of the earth are created. Amaru inspired the 
learning of sciences and arts in human beings, making him a god of wisdom. He 
is a god who protects his faithful with his wings. 

Amaru was initially a god of the Aymaras who was degraded by the Inca 
empire and turned into a simple messenger of the gods. He is a kind god who 
taught to navigate the seas and to sow, in this aspect he reminds Quetzalcóatl. 

The rainbow represents a bridge of communication between the water 
found in the clouds of heaven and the earth. The Amaru helps raise awareness 
of the importance of caring for rivers, lakes and drinking water. Its month of 
celebration is in August. 

Another of her names is Katari. It represents the knowledge of all 
agricultural and climatic activity on the planet.

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GAIA AND HELIOS 


Gaia is the Greek goddess of the earth. Orion, together with Artemis and 
Leto, hunted animals on the island of Greta, and Orion planned to exterminate all 
the animals, so Gaia as punishment sent a giant scorpion that killed Orion by 
stabbing him with its sting. Gaia bestowed some golden apples as a gift to Hera 
for her marriage to Zeus. 

Gaia had children with the sky god Uranus, but Uranus did not allow her 
children to be born and forced them to remain inside her mother's womb, that is 
how Gaia decided to help her son Cronus defeat Uranus, by defeating Uranus, 
Crono became the god of the sky and from the blood of Uranus that fell into the 
sea, the Greek goddess Aphrodite emerged, who is the same Roman goddess 
Venus, and is the goddess of love and beauty. 

But, Crono having power became just as cruel to his father, and devoured 
his own children at birth, so Gaia decided to save one of Crono's children named 
Zeus by asking Rhea to help hide him. When Zeus grew up, at the request of 
Gaia, the goddess Rhea along with the Titans who were giant children of Gaia 
helped him defeat Cronus. 

This is how Crono also ceased to be the god of the sky and Zeus became 
the new god of the skies, over time Zeus would become a god just as cruel as 
Crono, and a symbol of machismo and patriarchy as well. than the biblical god. 
Gaia represents the positive part of Mother Earth that protects her children. Gaia 
is the goddess from whom plants are born, the trees that produce fruits and 
flowers, and from where both salt water sources and fresh water sources are 
born. 

Her name Gaia means earth and she is the same goddess Terra of the 
Romans. Gaia is the wisdom of the earth and the Mother Goddess who feeds us. 

Helios is the Greek god of the sun, his Roman name is Sol. He drives a 
chariot of fire with horses of fire which is a metaphor for the metaphorical 
movement we observe of the sun across the sky and in no way an alien ship 
unlike what he believes the new age. 

His four horses are references to aspects of the sun and their names are: 
Aethon (shining), Phlegon (Fiery), Pirois (Fire) and Eoo (dawn). That part of the 
bible where a chariot of fire with horses of fire is mentioned that took Elijah to 
heaven and other parts of the bible where chariots of fire are mentioned are a 
copy made by the Jews (which are a religion and not a race equal to the Islamic 
or Muslim) of the fiery chariot of Helios.

In the story of Odysseus, his fellow survivors who accompany him descend 
to the land of Helios where they are tempted to eat the god's white cows. 
Odysseus asks them to respect them, but they disobey, kill several and eat them. 

Helios complains to Zeus and Zeus decides to send a lightning bolt that 
sinks the ship, only Odysseus who did not kill the cows or eat their carcasses is 
saved and his companions drown. 

Another story of Helios is related to his son Phaeton who wanted to drive 
his chariot until, upon insisting, Helios allows him to drive it, but Phaeton does 
not know how to drive it well and burns the earth for which he ends up suffering 
the punishment of Zeus. 

Helios brings light to the world that allows life and admire the beauty that 
surrounds us in nature. Helios offers guidance to the good and punishment to the 
wicked. It is God the Father who acts as a bearer of light, who brings joy and 
justice. 

The four horses of Helios also symbolize the four celebrations related to 
the sun: the December 21 solstice, the March 20 equinox, the June 20 solstice, 
and the September 22 equinox. These four aspects of the sun are symbolized by 
the solar cross that represents each of these aspects on each arm of the cross. 

Every morning Helios begins his journey through the sky when he is 
awakened by the crowing of the rooster. Helios can see everything that happens 
on earth, he represents the sun as "the all-seeing eye" as he travels through the 
day. The maximum splendor of Helios occurs at noon and in this sense it is also 
related to the Egyptian god Ra who was also a god of the sun at noon. 

Helios is Circe's father; the goddess of magic, spells and witchcraft.

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HYGIA AND EOSPHORUS 


Hygieia is the Greek goddess of health, cleanliness and healing. She is 
represented as a young woman, wearing a laurel wreath and feeding a serpent 
that drinks from a cup that the goddess was carrying. 

The goddess Hygieia teaches how to prevent illness through cleanliness 
and good hygiene, the word hygiene being derived from her name. 

Good hygiene is very important to prevent diseases and to prevent the 
spread of diseases to others, so cleanliness is very important, washing your 
hands after going to the bathroom, washing your hands after petting animals of 
other species that live in our home and bathe. 

According to Plutarch, during the construction of the Parthenon in Athens, 
a worker fell from a great height while building. The doctors could not heal him, 
so that same night the goddess Hygia appeared to Pericles in a dream and 
showed him a treatment to heal the wounded man. 

Thanks to this, the worker was cured and recovered satisfactorily. It is 
believed that Hygieia was an aspect of the goddess Athena herself as Athena 
was also called by the name Athena Hygieia when associated with healing. 

According to Karl Kerényi in his book "The Gods of the Greeks", Hygieia 
was the name of one of the Hesperides associated with health, the Hesperides 
were in Greek mythology a type of nymphs of the sunset, the nymphs are a kind 
of female spirits of the nature. 

In the "Orphic Hymns" Hygieia is invoked calling her Queen of all, the one 
who brings health and beauty, the common mother, the one who makes homes 
prosperous and kind, the one who has a healing hand, the one who inspires the 
opportune solution, the universal sovereign and the one that governs everything. 

Hygieia was the goddess in charge of preparing medicines, which is why 
Hygieia's cup became a symbol of the pharmaceutical industry. 

Hygieia also represents the healing power of plants. The Roman 
equivalent of this goddess is the goddess Salus. 

Eosforo is a Greek god who personifies the star Venus, his Latin name is 
Lucifer, he is also known by the names of Heösforo or Fósforo. 

Before the monotheistic religions (Jewish, Christian and Islamic), Lucifer 
was not the devil, nor a demon, nor an angel. Before those religions, Lucifer was 
a pagan god. Then those religions invented that Lucifer was the devil or a fallen 
angel to persecute, torture, murder and destroy Luciferian paganism. But, belief 
in the devil does NOT exist in paganism. 

The name Eosphorus means the bearer of light, the morning star or the 
morning star, as it is one of the brightest stars in the sky. 

Although we know that Venus is a planet, however, the planets and suns 
that we observe in the night sky are known as stars. 
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Eosphorus is a god who, by personifying the brightest star in the sky, 
represents wisdom, light is associated with wisdom because thanks to light we 
can know the world around us and from observation obtain knowledge. 

Eosphorus is the son of the goddess Eos and the god Astraeus. As | 
mentioned before, Eosphorus is also known as Phosphorus. 

Interestingly, Phosphorus is a very important chemical element that helps 
the formation of neurotransmitters in the brain thanks to which we have the 
intelligence that allows us to reflect. 

Eösforo (Lucifer) represents the wisdom that we can all develop from 
within by cultivating the intellect through learning the sciences, art, music and 
philosophy. 

Logically, it is not convenient for traditional and dogmatic religions that 
human beings question and acquire knowledge that overthrows their dogmas. 

That is why the Roman god Lucifer, called Eosphorus by the Greeks, these 
monotheistic religions (Judaism, Christianity and Islam) turned him into a fallen 
angel or evil being, when in his origins he was a pagan god, not a fallen angel, 
nor an evil being nor satan.

The Basque goddess Mari is the goddess who represents fertility and the 
protection of nature, which produces winds, storms and even droughts. Mari 
means lady. This goddess lives in the underground world, which is why she 
symbolizes the womb of Mother Earth and uses the caves that are on the tops to 
enter her dwelling, it is said that her rooms are full of gold and precious stones. 

Mari is the wife of the serpent or dragon god called Sugaar who represents 
the lightning that unites the sky with the earth and that can manifest itself in the 
form of a man, a serpent, a dragon or a sickle of fire. When he takes the form of 
a snake, he is in charge of punishing those who have hurt him. Sugarar's 
appearance indicates the appearance of storms and lives in the underground 
world with Mari.

The gods can also manifest themselves in the form of lights or spheres of 
light, unfortunately because of the New Age and the media, many people 
associate the appearance of lights with alien ships. Mari grants advice, solutions 
to problems and riches to her faithful, she must be called by saying three times: 
Aketekigo Dama (Lady of Aketegui). 

The offerings to this goddess consist of carrying stones to the caves and 
also gold coins. Mari is the soul of Amalur (Mother Earth), that is, the 
personification of Mother Earth who controls all telluric phenomena. Hell is a 
Judeo-Christian invention to frighten, control and manipulate. 

The underworld is the womb of Mother Earth and never a place of 
punishment. Thanks to Mari we have the rains and the fertile land that allows the 
growth of crops, trees and plants in the forests, this is how Mari is the spiritual 
manifestation that lives within nature. 

Mari can also appear as a woman with a duck or goose foot that defines 
her as the queen of the lamias (a type of Basque fairy with duck or goose feet), 
as a woman with a goat foot or flying on a broom as she is also a goddess of 
witchcraft, understanding witchcraft as the use of magic that dwells in nature. 

Her transformations into animals relate her to shamanism and animals of 
power, and the thread she uses to weave represents the paths of life. The union 
of Mari with Sugarar symbolizes the union of the earth with the sky that makes 
life possible on our planet. 

Snakes and dragons are symbols of the lightning that unites the sky with 
the earth, the gods and spirits in the form of snakes or dragons represent fertility 
in nature, and never those reptilians in whom the New Age believe and who 
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invent theories of conspiracy, and neither to the devil that does not exist in which 
Judaism, Christianity and Islam believe. 

Mari as a goddess who symbolizes the womb of the earth is the Mother of 
all living beings. Offerings to Mari can also be left under the trees, and these 
offerings can be stones, coins, small stones tied to branches and flowers, inside 
our home we can offer candles and flowers as offerings. Mari can provide 
abundance of food and protection. 

It is recommended that stone offerings be made on a full moon. Mari and 
Sugaar represent the union of the complements (feminine and masculine) that in 
harmony make life possible, Mari as the womb of the earth that is in charge of 
the gestation of life and Sugaar as the dragon or the serpent that fertilizes the 
land making possible the development of life. 

Mari symbolizes the changes of time, something that relates her to the 
Andean goddess Pachamama, and to other goddesses of the earth such as the 
Greek goddess Gaia and the African goddess Asase Ya. 

Akerbeltz is a Basque god. Akerbeltz is a black goat-shaped god of nature 
who protects animals from other species of diseases and other dangers. 

Akerbeltz means black goat, it is a genius that also brings health. Akerbeltz 
is the genie invoked by wizards and witches in the Akelarres where offerings of 
coins and bread are made to him on Monday, Wednesday and Friday. 

It represents the opposition to the Christian religion that is anthropocentric 
and enemy of the environment. 

This being appears with a human body, head and fur of a male goat. Its 
celebration is on the summer solstice that occurs on June 20 in the northern 
hemisphere and December 21 in the southern hemisphere. Akerbeltz's 
celebrations included dancing and eating, and he was primarily responsible for 
healing animals of other species. 

Like Mari, this god also lives inside the earth. Akerbeltz symbolizes the 
fertility of the earth, the growth of vegetation and forests. This god is related to 
the Greek god Pan and the Roman god Faun. lts black color is a symbol of fertile 
land and never a symbol of evil, contrary to what is racistly believed by 
Christianity, the New Age and the forms of magic associated with the New Age. 

The darkness of the subsoil is the symbol of the womb of the Goddess. 
Akerbeltz is the lord of the animals and represents the spiritual dimension of 
nature, the renewal and regeneration of life. Akerbeltz is a genie who 
accompanies Mari and represents her fertile womb. The skull of the male goat 
resembles the uterus of the woman, this uterus represents the depths of the 
earth that allow the growth of vegetation. 

Akerbeltz is the fruit of the union of Mari and Sugaar, the fruit of her womb, 
that's why her horns point to the sky and her hooves to the ground. 

The monotheistic religions (Jewish, Christian and Islamic) invented that the 
male goat represents their belief in the devil to denigrate, persecute, torture, 
murder and destroy pagan cultures where there was a god in the form of a male 
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goat. And since these religions subliminally promote racism, they invented that 
the color black represents evil. 

In the ancient Basques and Egyptians, the color Black never represented 
evil, in these cultures, the color black and white equally represented good and 
both are sacred colors. It was later, in a racist way, that certain religions 
associate the color Black with evil.

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HATHOR AND SEKHMET 


Hathor is an Egyptian goddess. Hathor, whose Egyptian name is Hut-Hor, 
is a healing and protective goddess. His healing aspect relates to him being the 
one who healed Horus after Seth damaged his eye. She is a goddess of the sky 
and the waters. Also, she is a goddess of love and sexuality. 

The fact that it is represented as a woman with ears and horns of a cow or 
as a cow is related to the fact that the cow is a very protective animal of its 
offspring and very maternal, in the same way the atmosphere protects us and the 
raindrops remind us of the drops of milk 

Hathor is a goddess of love and motherhood who also oversaw mineral 
gathering and trade. The tree that represents Hathor is the Sycamore, and she is 
also a goddess of happiness and music. She is the goddess who blesses the 
earth and the sky with her beauty, and who represents life. 

Mother of Ra and also her daughter, she symbolizes the feminine part 
necessary for life both in her form of mother and in her form of daughter, and 
therefore fertility. Drink and music were very important in the celebrations in 
honor of Hathor. Nurturing, creative and beneficial goddess, she represents the 
divine mother who nourishes, sustains and gives life to everything that exists. 

Sekhmet whose Egyptian name is Sajmis, this goddess with the head of a 
lioness is the aggressive aspect of Hathor, they have two aspects, one 
dangerous and destructive, and the other healer and protector. In her destructive 
aspect she was related to plagues and in her healing aspect she was called the 
lady of life. 

As a dangerous goddess she was a goddess of revenge. In the story of 
this goddess, the god Ra meets with various gods to ask their advice on how to 
punish evil humans, finally deciding to send the goddess Hathor transformed into 
the lioness goddess Sekhmet. 

When killing humans, he likes the taste of blood and keeps killing more 
humans until he almost eliminates them all. Then, to stop her, the god Ra sends 
them to mix ground red ocher with beer to make it look like the color of blood, this 
is how they manage to deceive her by causing her to get drunk and thus 
appease her anger, and in this way they manages to save humans from 
extinction. 

Sekhmet symbolizes the heat of the sun on earth in its most destructive 
aspect. The reason why Ra decides to punish the humans was because they 
became selfish beings, however, he later regretted asking Sekhmet to eliminate 
them all and that's why he planned to stop her. 

In the sick society in which we live, it is considered "good" to cause pain 
and suffering to beings who feel because they have a nervous system that they 
have done us no harm and cannot defend themselves, they are weaker and do 
not know what is good or what is bad, but , revenge and justice with their own 
hands against humans who do harm and deserve to feel the same pain and 
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suffering they caused, and if they know what is good and what is bad, it is 
considered something "bad" due to Christian ideology. 

The sick society considers that harming beings who feel that they have 
never harmed us or can defend themselves, nor do they know what is good or 
what is bad, is to be "strong", "powerful" or "brave", when in reality it is cowardice 
and is being trash. 

Sejmet represents revenge and justice against those selfish, cruel, 
insensitive and cowardly humans who believe they are "strong", "brave" and 
"powerful" harming the weakest, the harmless and the innocent. 

For me, revenge is not bad. For me, it is bad to harm other humans who 
have not harmed us and cannot defend themselves, and it is bad to harm 
animals of other species that have not harmed us and cannot defend 
themselves, without being a necessity to survive not even to defend himself. 

Being animals and coming from evolution is not an offense and it is not an 
insult to our dignity. 

Offense and insult to our dignity are those teachings of forgiving everything 
and turning the other cheek, taught by people who think it is good that someone 
tortures or kills animals that do not harm us, without being a necessity to survive, 
and that is the same kind of people who slandered, tortured and murdered other 
humans in the inquisition and conquests, there are extreme right wing fanatics 
who would like the inquisition to exist in the present.

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QUETZALCOATL 


Quetzalcoatl is a god of the indigenous Aztec and Toltec cultures. The 
name Quetzalcóatl means "the feathered serpent", the birds represent the sky 
and the serpents the earth, it is a reference to the union of heaven and earth that 
makes life possible. Quetzalcoatl is a god of the wind that helps the clouds move 
and the rain reaches different places, therefore, he is also considered a creator 
god of life. 

This god brought civilization to the Toltecs and Aztecs to whom he taught 
navigation, agriculture, goldsmithing, and astronomy. Quetzalcoatl is a god of 
wisdom, science and art. 

This god in some Aztec towns is a god against sacrifices, this caused the 
annoyance of other bloodthirsty gods, so they planned to trick him into 
committing a crime without realizing it, which in some versions is cannibalism 
and in others it is the incest, Quetzalcoatl fell for the deception, when he realized 
it he felt very sad and made the decision to leave in a boat to the sea promising 
that one day he would return. 

In his story, Quetzalcóatl transforms himself into a human to share his 
wisdom, and teach humans to live with humility and equal rights. He also taught 
them how to grow corn. 

When Quetzalcóatl transformed into a human, he observed that a priest 
was about to offer a human sacrifice, so Quetzalcóatl stopped the sacrifice and 
saved the life of the human that was going to be sacrificed. This caused the 
priest to get angry and shout, while the sky darkened and there began to be 
thunder, lightning and a great storm, but, Quetzalcóatl raised his hands to the sky 
and the winds blew, the clouds cleared and the sky cleared. 

Quetzalcoatl is also a rain god, his name meaning "feathered serpent", is a 
reference to the water found in the clouds of the sky like the birds that fly in the 
sky and then falls to earth in the form of rain. like the snakes that crawl on the 
ground. 

This god taught how to work gold, jade and obsidian, and how to dye 
cotton. Like other gods, this god also dies and is resurrected, and when 
resurrected he goes up to heaven, transforming into the star Venus.

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MAAT AND THOT 


Maat is the Egyptian goddess of justice, truth and balance. This goddess 
represents cosmic order, harmony and fairness. She is depicted as a winged 
woman wearing an ostrich feather on her head. Maat is the daughter of Ra and 
the patron of laws, regulations and judicial processes. 

Small statues of Maat were offered as offerings to the gods. Maat guides to 
practice justice, to avoid slandering others and to have good moral conduct. 
Morality consists in never doing to other beings who feel what we would never 
like them to do to us. 

Morality consists of promoting justice against other humans who are cruel 
and harm beings who feel that they have not been harmed and cannot defend 
themselves. In addition to goddess, Maat is the concept of justice that serves as 
food for the gods. 

Maat is order and harmony, and offering a statue of Maat symbolizes 
leading a life of order and harmony as an offering to the gods. Maat is the 
goddess who maintains the order of the universe and of all living beings. 

We live in sick societies where many men and women believe that hiding 
emotions, and that harming the weakest and beings who feel that they have done 
us no harm and cannot defend themselves is to be "strong", "brave" or 
"powerful", but that it is actually being a coward, a piece of trash, and a criminal. 

Strong, brave and powerful is the one who protects and defends the 
weakest, who protects and defends beings who feel that they have never harmed 
us or can defend themselves, and who expresses their emotions without fear of 
what they will say. 

Thoth, whose Egyptian name is Dyehuthy, is a lunar god of wisdom, 
magic, and writing. This god accompanies Ra on his journey through the 
heavens. Thoth acts as a messenger of the other gods, that is why in the 
Hellenic (Greek) era he was called "Hermes Trismegistus" which means "The 
thrice great Hermes" as he was related to the Greek god Hermes who was also a 
god who served Messenger of the other gods. "Hermes Trismegistus" emerges 
as a mixture of the Egyptian god Thoth with the Greek god Hermes. 

According to Egyptian accounts, the god Thoth had healed the eye of 
Horus which represents the moon, he also taught the art and was known as "the 
recognizer of the years" and "the lord of time". Most of the time, he is 
represented with a human body and the head of an Ibis, other times as the bird 
called Ibis and others as a baboon. 

While Ra traverses the sky during the day on the sun, Thoth traverses the 
sky at night on the moon. Thoth is considered to be the heart of Ra and the 
tongue of Ra. The god Thoth is also in charge of the law, of ordering the seasons 
and times, and of the power of the word. 

Thoth is the one who guards the mysteries of the earth and the heavens, 
establishes order and is the lord of the moon. Thoth personifies the mind, the

sound and the creative verb. To Thoth we can make offerings such as bread, 
grape juice or water.

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TAIOWA AND SPIDER WOMAN 


Taiowa is the creator god for the Hopi Indians and the god of the sun, but 
to create everything he creates other gods to help him, first he creates 
Sótuknang to help him create the universes, then Sótuknang created 
Kókyangwúti (Spider Woman) , and Spider Woman (kókyangwúti) created the 
twin gods Pogánghoya and Palongauhoya who represent the poles of the earth. 

Pogánghoya represents the south pole and Palongauhoya the north pole. 
Taiowa is masculine and feminine, it represents the Father God and the Mother 
Goddess united in one God, there is no contradiction in believing in Taiowa and 
in creator gods of other cultures because they are all aspects of the same 
Creator or of the elements of nature that are in the universe that make life 
possible, with the exception of the Jewish, Christian, Islamic god, of theosophy 
and of the New Age that is a god separated from nature, that condemns the 
worship of other gods and that condemns the practice of any type of Magic. 

The purpose of Taiowa is that the human being lives in harmony with the 
other species of animals. That is why Taiowa, unlike other gods of the sun that 
represent the most destructive aspects of the sun, such as Mitra, who is 
represented killing a bull or the Aztec sun god Huitzilopochtli, who was a god of 
war and sacrifice; Taiowa represents the most positive and constructive aspects 
of the sun. 

Taiowa lives within everything that exists in the universe and also within 
each one of us. On December 21, the birth of Taiowa in its aspect of the sun is 
celebrated in countries where it is the winter solstice in the northern hemisphere 
and on June 21 in the southern hemisphere. 

Taiowa also represents harmony with the environment, its care and 
protection, since, just as it lives in the sun, it also lives in forests, trees, plants 
and water, and its purpose is that they are conserved, protected, cared for and 
avoided as far as possible generating contamination. 

All nature is sacred to Taiowa and Taiowa symbolizes peace among all 
forms of life. Three lights represent Taiowa: dark purple represents the mysteries 
of creation, yellow represents the breath of life, and red represents the warmth of 
love. The mystery implies being surprised at creation and having the sensitivity to 
appreciate it, bringing meaning to our lives, the breath of life represents the 
breath of Taiowa that is present in all forms of life and love implies respect for 
life. 

Spider Woman is the goddess of the earth who represents how all life 
forms are intertwined and need each other like a great web just like a spider's 
web. This goddess can manifest as an old woman or as a spider. Taiowa 
entrusts Spider Woman to create humans and to create them she uses earth of 
four colors: yellow, red, white and black. 

With each color he creates a human couple (man and woman) 
representing the different skin colors that humans have. That Grandmother 
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Spider created pairs of humans with different skin colors represents that 
regardless of gender (male or female) and regardless of skin color, all humans 
have the same value, the same rights and deserve the same respect. 

This is very different from the myth of the creation of the biblical god that is 
believed in by Jews, Christians, Islamists, the crazy people who invent 
conspiracy theories, Theosophists, the New Agers and their sects (UFO sects, 
metaphysical sects and sects of Eastern court) where it is believed that man is 
superior to woman because that god created him first and that woman is inferior 
to man because that god created her after a man's rib, because he incited man to 
sin, and that god cursed her with give birth in pain and submit to the husband. 

And very different from what neo-Nazis and people on the Right believe, 
who follow a Nordic paganism and think that whites are superior to others, who 
believe that light symbolizes good and darkness symbolizes evil, when light and 
darkness are complements that they make life possible and never enemies, and 
when in reality their "paganism" is something closer to the New Age because it 
arose from the ariosophia also called wotanism or armanism that Hitler and the 
Nazis followed, and that is the daughter of theosophy as well than the New Age 
and other sects that grew out of both Theosophy and the Jewish Kabbalah. 

Grandma Spider or Spider Woman is a goddess who bestows guidance, 
advice, and health. This goddess also provides protection and is a Mother 
Goddess who offers her help in difficult times. She is the grandmother of the 
Earth and of all forms of life that teaches how to preserve life. 

Grandmother Spider helps to discover the meaning of life, to value the 
good part of nature and to create support networks when needed. It helps us to 
take responsibility for the planet and those around us, and to remember who we 
are.

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KHEPRI, RA AND ATUM 


Khepri, whose Egyptian name is Kheper, is an Egyptian god with the 
appearance of a dung beetle that symbolizes the sun rising over the horizon at 
dawn. Kheper was the name of the dung beetle of the “Scarabeus Sacer” 
species that had the habit of rolling a ball of mud or excrement, which recalled 
the movement of the sun across the sky. 

Also, as the female of this beetle lays her eggs inside the ball, this is 
associated with the birth of the sun at dawn. Khepri represents the resurrection of 
the sun at sunrise, Ra the sun at noon, and Atum the sun at sunset. Khepri also 
symbolizes the transformation represented in the metamorphosis of the beetle 
where it passes from larva to pupa and from pupa to adult beetle. 

During the evening the sun god in the form of Atum died to be reborn the 
next day in the form of Khepri, something that reminds the beetle inside the 
darkness of the pupa that later comes out formed in the light of the outside. 

Ra symbolizes the midday sun, his power spans the heavens, the earth, 
and the underworld. This god acted as a divine father and protector of the King. 
Ra means sun and is the King of the skies, Ra's boat is a metaphor for the 
movement that we observe of the sun through the heavens, it never represented 
an extraterrestrial ship, although the New Age think otherwise. 

During the day, Ra traveled accompanied by Maat who is the goddess of 
order and justice. The sky was compared to a great ocean and so Ra used a 
boat to sail across it. The sun is important for life since it maintains a suitable 
temperature for life to exist on earth, it provides heat, light and helps crops grow, 
that is why Ra has power over the earth. 

According to one of the Egyptian myths of creation, Ra is the creator of the 
world, of all living beings, and he created humans through the tears of his eye. 
The matter that the sun trapped with its force of gravity was what made the earth 
and everything that exists in it form, the heat of the sun caused the ice brought 
by the comets to melt, forming the water that gives rise to the life. 

Ra is called both the father and mother of all living things, something he 
shares with the Hopi Indian god Taiowa who is also a sun god. 

Ra ages every day, dies every night, and is reborn or resurrected every 
morning. Ra arose as a child inside a lotus flower that was in the primordial 
waters, that is why the lotus also represents the eye of Ra and it was from the 
mouth of Ra that all the other gods arose. The sun at noon is the divine creation 
that floods the world, the creative force in its greatest splendor that is both in the 
sun and within us. 

Atum, whose Egyptian name is ltemu, represents the sun at sunset, the 
complete or finished creation, he is the lord of all and the creator god because he 
is an aspect of the god Ra himself. Both Khepri and Ra and Atum are aspects of 
the same sun god. Atum is the King and father of the gods, he is the original 
creation and the primeval mound from which the waters of creation emerged. 
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While Khepri was represented as a scarab or scarab-headed man and Ra 
as a falcon or falcon-headed man, Atum is usually represented as a man. Atum 
symbolizes the return to the original source, to the space of the universe, to the 
dark space that allows light to shine and the sense of oneness with everything.

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ISIS AND OSIRIS 


Isis, whose Egyptian name is Aset, is the Egyptian goddess who rules in 
heaven and is Queen on earth. Isis is a protective and nurturing goddess. She is 
the wife of the god Osiris whom she helped to resurrect using her magic after he 
was killed by Seth and with whom she had a son named Horus. 

This goddess also has powers associated with healing because on one 
occasion when Horus was stung by a scorpion she managed to save his life 
using her magic. Also, she was worshiped as a lunar goddess and was 
associated with the star Sirius. Isis is invoked in magical rituals to heal and 
protect, as well as in love spells. 

When Osiris died, it was the goddess who mourned his death and also 
took charge of rebuilding his corpse to bring him back to life. In exchange for 
curing Ra of a snake bite, this goddess managed to obtain all her powers and 
wisdom. She is the goddess who makes humans and gods live, the bravest and 
most powerful that symbolizes magic in nature. 

She is the goddess who caused the flooding of the Nile that fertilized the 
land and made crops possible. She is the mother of nature, and therefore also a 
goddess of fertility and motherhood who favors those who ask her for help. 
Transformed into a bird, she flapped her wings rapidly forcing air into Osiris's 
nostrils until he took a breath and came back to life. 

After Horus is born, Isis flees with him to the swamps where the papyrus 
grows and kept it hidden to protect it from Seth. Isis symbolizes the power of love 
present in nature and it is love that makes her a great goddess in magic. 

Osiris, whose Egyptian name is Usir, is the Egyptian god of fertility, death, 
and resurrection. When the waters of the Nile went down they represented the 
death of Osiris and when the waters of the Nile rose bringing the silt that makes 
the land fertile it symbolized the resurrection of Osiris. 

Osiris was also a god of agriculture who was represented with both black 
skin and green skin, both colors represent fertility, on the one hand, black is the 
color of silt or dark earth that brings fertility to crops and, on the other On the 
other hand, green is the color of the vegetation that emerges from the fertile land. 

In Christianity, Viking paganism, Theosophy and its daughter the New Age 
the color white and light represent good, and the color black and darkness 
represent evil, but in Ancient Egypt the color black was a sacred color 
symbolizing the dark and fertile land, and therefore the good. Believing that 
darkness and the color black represent evil has a racist connotation, and 
unfortunately there are people who practice some kind of magic or New Age who 
believe this. 

In the paganism and magic taught in this book, both the color white and 
light, as well as the color black and darkness, represent good, they are 
complements and they need each other for life. Daylight allows plants to 
photosynthesise and sunlight makes our planet have a suitable temperature for 
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life, and the darkest land is the most fertile land, it is in the darkness of the land 
that the seed develops , just as, in the darkness of the maternal womb, the life of 
an animal develops. 

Day (light) represents activity and night (darkness) rest, and we need both 
activity in the light and rest and reflection in the dark. Osiris represents the hope 
of immortality through resurrection, and as the god of agriculture he represents 
death and resurrection, when the seed is buried it represents death and when the 
plant emerges from the seed it symbolizes resurrection. 

When the seed dies the plant is born, this is how Osiris represents a 
symbolic death to be born again in a better life. Osiris' relationship with his wife, 
the goddess Isis, and their son Horus, also represents devotion and family 
loyalty. Just as Isis is a nurturing and protective mother, so too, Osiris is a 
nurturing and protective father. 

In this way we understand that, just as light and darkness are 
complements for life, so also the male and the female in the case of other 
species, and the man and the woman in the case of humans, are necessary 
complements for life. Osiris personifies the renewal of vegetation, and its cycle of 
death and resurrection. 

When the vegetation dies, it returns nutrients to the earth that serve as 
fertilizer so that new vegetation is born, in this way the vegetation is in a constant 
rebirth, in a constant cycle of death and resurrection. Osiris freed the Egyptians 
from savagery and indigence, and taught them agriculture and laws, unlike Seth 
who symbolizes the desert, chaos and in one of his stories he is hunting. 

The story goes that Seth went hunting one night, met Osiris who had risen 
and killed him again by dividing his body into fourteen parts that he scattered in 
different places, so the goddess Isis had to collect the fourteen parts, join them 
and help him resurrect a second time. 

The story of Osiris is a story of the triumph of life over death, he was killed 
by Seth when he was envious of him for ruling Egypt, but finally, with the help of 
Isis and the love he felt for him, he ends up resurrecting and through Horus 
regains the government of Egypt. In biblical myths, Abel represents livestock and 
Cain agriculture, however, that god prefers Abel's animal sacrifice which causes 
Cain's jealousy that ends up killing Abel, while, in the case of Osiris and Seth, 
Osiris represents agriculture, the fertile land and life, and Seth the desert and 
death, but the creator god Ra prefers Osiris to govern the fertile part of Egypt and 
gives Seth the infertile desert, this causes Seth's jealousy he kills Osiris, but 
Osiris is resurrected with the help of Isis. 

In the Satanism of "The Temple of Seth" which derives from the Satanism 
of "The Church of Satan", both based on Social Darwinism, it is affirmed that 
Satan is the same god Seth of Ancient Egypt, and also compares the history of 
Cain and Abel with the story of Osiris and Seth, comparing Seth with Cain, which 
is absurd, since Cain would be more related to Osiris because they are both 
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related to agriculture, and Seth would be more related to Abel and his sacrifice of 
animals because they are Seth a god related to destruction and death. 

As you know, | don't believe in the biblical god, and | don't believe in satan 
either, neither as a metaphor as "The Church of Satan" sees it, nor as a real 
being as "The Temple of Seth" sees it, but, if Satanism is supposed to oppose 
the biblical god, it is curious that the satanic of "The Temple of Seth" consider 
Seth as an ideal and representative of Satan, considering that the biblical god 
preferred animal sacrifices over the vegetable offerings, and then it can be said 
that he preferred hunting and livestock over agriculture. 

In fact, the biblical god preferring the destruction and death of animals that 
feel for having a nervous system, would fit more with Seth, with the Persian Mitra 
who is represented killing a bull, with the Celtic Cernunnos related to hunting or 
with the Greek Artemis (Diana for the Romans) who was also a goddess related 
to deer hunting. 

Returning to the theme of Osiris, the flooding of the Nile that represented 
his resurrection occurred in the months of August and September. One of the 
reasons why Osiris is related to the flooding of the Nile is because Seth tricks 
him into a chest and once Osiris is inside he seals the chest with the help of his 
accomplices, then throws the chest into the Nile River and after that chest a tree 
is born that contains Osiris inside along with the chest. 

Wheat, barley and grape plantations were the most important crops that 
represent Osiris, so bread and grape juice are the best offerings that can be 
made to him.

His skin is tan or brown, his hair is red, he is small in 
stature, and his feet are backwards.

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IXCHEL AND HUN NAL YE 


Ixchel is a Mayan goddess, whose Mayan name is Chac Chel, she is a 
lunar goddess who is related to the three visible phases of the moon: waxing, full 
and waning. She is a goddess of the rainbow, medicine, weaving and rain. 

It has two aspects: a loving, creative and maternal one that is related to the 
waxing moon, and a destructive, angry and deadly one that is related to the 
waning moon. The two animals that represent her are the rabbit that represents 
fertility, and the snake that symbolizes death and rebirth, and therefore changes. 

This goddess carries all the water from the sky in her belly, relating to the 
full moon, she carries a jug with water that, when tipped over, causes rain. Ixchel 
recalls the African goddess Mbaba Nwana Waresa. It also represents the three 
stages of women: young (crescent moon), mother (full moon) and old (waning 
moon). 

Ixchel is a mother goddess who helps in the areas of witchcraft such as 
green plant magic, healing magic and divination magic that helps provide 
guidance and advice. Ixchel is also a goddess of the fertility of the earth and for 
this reason her animal is the serpent that crawls on the earth; and its movement 
is reminiscent of volcanic veins, riverbeds and roads. 

Her favorite offerings are flowers and food. She is the goddess who allows 
fertility and weaving, which, being an activity where creativity is used, is also a 
symbol of fertility. Ixchel is a goddess of the night who, when angry, causes 
floods and other disasters. 

This goddess grants hidden knowledge and wisdom. Another animal that 
represents her is the spider since the ability to weave is reminiscent of the 
spider's ability to weave its web. Other of their offerings are fruits and copal 
incense. The cotton tree is another of its symbols. Thanks to the rains that this 
goddess produces, plants and trees are born from seeds. 

Hun Nal Ye is a god of corn, death, and resurrection, reminiscent of the 
Egyptian god Osiris. The burial of the maize represents death and descent into 
the underworld or world below, the stalk rising to the surface of the earth 
represents resurrection or rebirth in the middle world, and the growth of the 
maize plant upwards represents the ascent to the world above or heavenly world. 

When the corn plant dies and rots, the nutrients that formed that plant 
return to the soil and those same nutrients serve so that a new corn plant grows 
healthy and provides a good harvest, representing death and resurrection, the 
death necessary for a new life is reborn. 

Hun Nal Ye is the god who represents transformation, the death of aspects 
of oneself over time so that new, better aspects of oneself can be born. He is the 
god of corn who dies with each harvest and is reborn with each sowing. In the 
story of this god, the god travels to the underworld (world below) where he dies 
beheaded, then resurrects in the middle world where we live as a corn plant and 
finally rises to the world above or heaven as the god that he is. 
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This god symbolizes personal sacrifices to have a better life and the 
balance between the three worlds: the underworld, the middle world and the 
heavenly world. Hun Nal Ye is a god of agriculture who, like the Egyptian god 
Osiris, also represents the triumph of life over death. On earth, vegetation dies 
and is constantly reborn.

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COQUENA AND EKEKO 


Coquena is an elf from the indigenous cultures of the Andes. It is a small 
being and wears a hat. It only allows someone to hunt out of necessity due to the 
lack of plant food and because it is the only option to survive. 

It brings bad luck and punishes those who hunt for pleasure, and rewards 
and brings good luck to those who protect and respect the life of animals of other 
species and the environment. This spirit severely punishes and brings death to 
those who hunt animals for pleasure. 

This spirit of nature makes those who cause pain to animals of other 
species feel in their own flesh the pain they caused. Their offerings can be 
natural soft drinks, fruits and meals. 

Ekeko is a god of the indigenous cultures of the Andes. He is a god of 
abundance, well-being, wealth, water and rain. Among their favorite offerings are 
coins, natural refreshments, and food. Another name of this god was Tunupa. 

He is related to abundance since, being a rain god, he makes crops sprout 
from the earth, which generates an abundance of food. Unfortunately, in the 
present he is not represented with an aboriginal appearance, but rather he is 
represented as a mestizo or white, although some images can be found that do 
represent him with an indigenous appearance. 

Ekeko is depicted as a dwarf, the Egyptians had their dwarf god named 
Bes and the Japanese have their dwarf god named Sukunabikona. | once read a 
neo-Nazi who claimed to be "pagan" because he believes in the Norse or Viking 
gods and who is also New Age because he believes in Jesus Christ, this neo- 
Nazi claimed that the color black and dwarfism symbolize "inferiority" and " 
wrong". 

There should be some law that condemns neo-Nazis, tolerance is a crime 
when evil is tolerated, freedom of expression or opinion when it causes damage 
to lives that they feel should be considered a serious crime.

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ASASE YA AND NYAME 


Asase Ya is an African goddess, she is the goddess who symbolizes the 
womb of the earth like the Greek goddess Gaia and the Basque goddess Mari. 
This goddess is in charge of the fertility of the earth and the crops. Its origin 
comes from the religious beliefs of the African Ashanti people, and itis a 
goddess who inspires truth, honesty and virtue. 

His holy day is Thursday, days when sexual relations and work on the land 
should be avoided. Asase Ya is the wife of the sky god Nyame and is the mother 
of the god Anansi. Before barking, he usually must ask this goddess for 
permission. 

His offerings are liquid libations and harvested food, and his temple is the 
earth. A libation consists of pouring a liquid onto the ground. Humans depend on 
the earth for food and water, which is why the wisest cultures that understood 
this personified her as a goddess. 

The best way to worship Asase Ya is to keep the earth clean, collect 
inorganic garbage, recycle, and avoid pollution whenever possible. This goddess 
grants us power, wealth and abundance. Asase Ya, too, represents the 
connection with the ancestors. Her name means Ancient Earth. 

Nyame is the African god of the sky, of the universe, who is omniscient, 
representing the wisdom that is present in the universe, and omnipotent, 
representing the power of the entire universe united. He is the creator of 
everything that exists, this does not contradict evolution or the Big-Bang theory, 
since the gods and their myths are metaphors, and in Nyame's case he 
represents the universe as a whole. 

Metaphorically speaking, Nyame is like the ocean, and all other gods and 
goddesses are like the drops of that ocean. Let us remember that the gods 
represent forces of nature, understanding nature as everything that is within us, 
on earth and in any part of the universe with its good aspects and its bad 
aspects. 

In the story of how Anansi captures a python, a leopard and wasps, it is 
because these animals were causing harm and fear to a town without the town 
having caused them harm first, and that is why Nyame left Anansi the mission of 
catching those animals. We could also understand the gods and goddesses as 
the organs, tissues, and cells of a body, and Nyame as the body with all its 
organs, tissues, and cells.

(everything) closer. Light is neither bad nor good and darkness is neither bad nor 
good, light needs darkness to exist and shine, but unfortunately Judaism, 
Christianity, Islam, Theosophy, Viking paganism and the New Age have led to 
believe that darkness symbolizes evil.

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CHLORIS AND CARPUS 


Chloris is the Greek goddess of flowers who was called Flora by the 
Romans. Chloris is also the goddess of vegetation in general. She is the queen 
of flowers and a beautiful-looking goddess. 

She is the goddess who makes plants, bushes and trees flourish. Her story 
tells that when the god of the wind named Cephiro saw her, he fell in love with 
her, kidnapped her and made her his wife. To reward the love that inspired him, 
Cefiro made Chloris the Queen of flowers, fields and gardens. 

In a race with other goddesses, Chloris was the winner. Chloris is the only 
survivor of the children of Niobe who were killed by the Greek goddess of hunting 
called Artemis (Diana for the Romans) and by Apollo who is one of the Greek 
gods of the sun. Chloris is also the goddess of gardens and she has the most 
beautiful garden in the world. 

Carpus is the Greek goddess of fruits and fruit trees, her Roman name is 
Pomona. She is the daughter of the wind god Cephiro and the flower goddess 
Chloris. She is the goddess who allows the birth of fruit trees and makes them 
produce their fruits. Carpus is also the goddess of autumn and is described as a 
goddess of great beauty. 

This goddess was the winner in a swimming competition. Carpo dies and is 
reborn or resurrected every year, it dies when the harvest of a fruit tree ends and 
it is reborn or resurrected when the same fruit tree gives harvest again. The word 
Carpus means fruit.

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BASTET 


Bastet is an Egyptian goddess represented as a black or human-bodied 
cat with a cat's head who is a goddess of motherhood, fertility, and protection. Its 
appearance is due to the fact that cats are very protective animals of their young. 
It is associated with the eye of Ra and is therefore also related to Hathor. 

She is associated with ointments and perfumes, and as a protective 
mother one of her aspects is revenge. Bastet helped Ra by killing his enemy the 
serpent Apophis with her claws. Bastet is an Egyptian goddess represented in 
the form of a black cat. 

Theosophy (mother of the New Age) invented that there is White Magic 
and Black Magic associating the color Black with evil in a racist way, from 
Theosophy emerged Ariosophy and from Ariosophy emerged the NAZI party.

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NEMESIS AND THE ERINIES 


Nemesis is the Greek goddess of revenge and justice. Narcissus was a 
hunter with whom a nymph named Eco fell in love, the nymph decided to confess 
her love, but Narcissus cruelly rejected her and the nymph locked herself in a 
cave. 

Because of the suffering caused to the nymph, the goddess Nemesis 
made the decision to punish Narcissus, so she made Narcissus fall in love with 
his own image that was reflected in a pond. Narcissus felt a great desire to see 
his own image reflected in the pond, so he jumped into the water and drowned. 

This goddess punishes crime in general, but above all she punishes 
committing excesses that cause imbalances. Nemesis watches over the 
universal balance and compliance with cosmic law. 

It even punishes excess happiness, since, although it is very important to 
have many moments of happiness and enjoy the good part of life, an excess of 
happiness transforms a person into someone selfish, lacking in empathy and 
insensitive to others. pain of others and before the suffering of others. 

No one can escape the justice of Nemesis, not the powerful, not the rich, 
not the criminal. It also punishes excess self-esteem, because, although it is 
important to have good self-esteem in a balanced way, an excess of self-esteem 
makes the person unbalanced, makes them narcissistic and being narcissistic 
only thinks of themselves, and their needs stop caring. and the suffering of 
others. 

Nemesis helps to live with justice and balance, and when revenge is 
needed. This goddess enforces correct behavior, and punishes those who 
accumulate wealth without ever using a part of it to help others. Her name means 
righteous wrath and she was a goddess depicted with wings. 

This goddess directs the Erinyes who are female spirits of anger and 
revenge. Anger is something important in our lives because it allows us to defend 
our own rights, defend the rights of others and fight against injustice. But, the 
New Age (New Age) with its toxic positivism has made believe that to get angry 
is to lower the vibration or that it attracts entities from the lower astral so that 
people do not defend themselves or other humans and animals of other species 
that suffer injustices. The hippies promoted the New Age and its teachings, they 
are equal to Christianity with that of forgiving everything and turning the other 
cheek. 

Anciently, Nemesis was also a goddess of the moon. 

The Erinyes are personifications of revenge. These goddesses who serve 
Nemesis, are in charge of punishing crimes, can be invoked to make curses, 
cause illness and madness to those who deserve it.

For me, it is bad to harm other humans who 
have not harmed us and cannot defend themselves, and it is bad to harm 
animals of other species that have not harmed us and cannot defend 
themselves, without being a necessity to survive not even to defend himself. 

Being animals and coming from evolution is not an offense and it is not an 
insult to our dignity. 

Offense and insult to our dignity are those teachings of forgiving everything 
and turning the other cheek, taught by people who think it is good that someone 
tortures or kills animals that do not harm us, without being a necessity to survive, 
and that is the same kind of people who slandered, tortured and murdered other 
humans in the inquisition and conquests, there are extreme right wing fanatics 
who would like the inquisition to exist in the present.

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IV CHAPTER. THE MEANING OF RITUALS AND OFFERINGS 


The ritual can help one feel better, to vent what one feels, to express 
emotions, values and ways of thinking, to become empowered and more 
confident, and also to remember the importance of certain forces of nature and to 
celebrate them, atheists and skeptics would say that one feels good because of 
the placebo effect or suggestion, but: what is wrong with the placebo effect or 
suggestion and why should it always be seen as something bad? 

The reason for worshiping is the same as for the ritual, in fact, prayer is 
part of the ritual, the ritual is the use of candles, herbs, aromas, incense and 
quartz, but the main and most important thing in the ritual is prayer. and the 
offerings. 

And the meaning of these offerings is that, just as we receive vegetable 
foods and drinks from the forces of nature, to give back to those forces of nature 
part of the vegetable foods and drinks that they provide us. 

Of course, depending on the culture, the same is not done with the 
offerings, in the case of the Egyptian gods the offerings are eaten and drunk after 
the ritual, in the case of indigenous gods they are often buried to return part of 
what he gives us and that they serve as fertilizer to the earth, in the case of Celts 
and Greeks after one or two days the offerings are left in a forest, garden or park 
where animals can eat them. 

The purpose is a simple sharing with nature, giving back to nature part of 
what it gives us, and in the case of the Egyptian gods it is assumed that these 
gods receive the offerings through one because we are part of nature, a form of 
coexistence with those forces of nature and of feeling unity with them, something 
like, just as we receive, we also give back to those forces of nature part of what 
they give us. 

When we irrigate liquids to the earth and bury plant foods, we return to 
nature and what we return to it becomes compost, it returns nutrients to the 
earth, and when we leave the offerings of fruits in a forest, garden or park, that 
serves as food for animals, it is like giving back to nature part of what it gives us, 
in the case of the Egyptians it is understanding that we are part of those gods 
because we are part of nature and we are united to it. 

The paganism that | propose in this book is an evolutionary and eclectic 
paganism. Unlike monotheistic religions (Jewish, Christian and Islamic) that 
believe that everything can be solved by praying without taking action, pagans 
who follow this book, in addition to doing rituals and prayers, it is important that 
they take action and do activism in favor of of human rights, of the rights of 
animals of other species and of the environment. 
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After a ritual to the Egyptian goddess Hathor, photograph this blue light in the 
sky. 
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After a ritual to the Basque goddess Mari, photograph this figure of light that is 
shaped like a woman in a dress. 
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After a ritual to the nature spirits (Kachinas) of the Hopi Indians called Politaka 
and Polimana, photograph this figure made of light with butterfly wings.
